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MONG the decorations’ that areé 
not new, but that have revived 
popularity, is stencil work. One 
of the reasons that it is in vogue 
@gain, particularly among homemakers 
who enjoy experimenting in craftsman- 
Ship, is that it can be made to simu- 
late blocked linen. As real blocked linen 


‘is very expensive, a good quality com- 


ing to about $8 a yard, and stenciling 
can be done at home at a very low 
price, it is a most satisfactory substi- 
tute. 

I have seen some cnarming schemes 
originally ‘done in hand _ blocked Linen, 
copied in stencil so cleverly that they 
could aiardly be told apart. Such a 
echeme I have illustrated here. The 
valance across the top of the French 
doors (which open out) is in delicate 
gray linen blocked with a pattern of 
fruit, very conventional plums, mock 
oranges, and leaves. 

The side walls are in dull blue and 
gray pin stripe and a frieze at the up- 


‘per wall has the blocked linen stretched 


exactly as wallpaper would be upon It. 
Casement curtains on the French doors 
are made of dull blue silk gauze. They 
are finished at the top with little cel- 
luloid rings that slide easily on ‘the 
white e eled rods. At the bottom 
the hems of these curtains are weighted.

light gray trimmed with bands of the 
figured linen.

And so every day in any number of 
stores, offices, and other places of busi- 
ness girls are taking time off from thelr 
duty without sufficient reason, at the 
same time trying to justify their ab- 
sence, not to their employers or their 
associates—that they cannot do and 
make no attempt at it—but to them- 
selves. 

The fact is, thie taking leave of ab- 
sence for a day so éasily becomes a 
Habit that the business girl addicted to 
i y falls into the way of feeling 

aie has to have a dey to herself, 
aro from the office, every once in 
awhile, and never stops to Yealize the 
consequences of her actions. 

It is usually the girl who works for 
a firm that “docks” all employés for 
being late or absent who takes the most 
frequent leave Of absence, as she rea- 
eons that as long as the firm pays her 
no salary for the day off and she can 
afford to give up the day’s allowance, no 
one is out anything by her failure to 
report for the day. 
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Thies is all wrong, as she would dis- 
cover for herself if’ she gave the sub- 
ject a few minutes’ careful considera- 
tion. Her inexcusable (to any one but 
herself) frequent days off age dear- 
ly and trebly paid for. Her employer 
pays with inefficiency, brought about by 
lack of help,.or an uneven distribution 
of labor. \

this irresponsible habit of taking a day 
off whenever she feels like it brings pos- 
itive hardship to those of her associates 
less fortunate than she, who are abso- 
lutely dependent on each day's wages for 
their bread and butter and night's shel- 
ter, and who for some unavoidable rea- 
son are forced to remain away from their 
post for a day—and dre “ docked” for 
it.

“MUST WE BE BRAYED IN A 


. MORTAR?” 

Ina powerful appeal to the American people, 
published through the Metropolitan magazine of 
August, Col. Roosevelt *begs his countrymen to 
learn the lesson of our unpreparedness for this 
war. ~“ Must we be brayed in a mortar before our 
folly depart from us?” he asks in a biblical phrase. 

To THe TRIBUNE it has often seemed that we 
must be brayed in the mortar of war before the 
folly of our defenselessness departs from us. For 
years THE TRIBUNE has begged the nation to con- 
sider this criminal public indifference to our own 
security and the welfare of our posterity. We 
have despaired often and there has been reason 
for despair. We know from history how nations 
have shut their eyes to plainly approaching events 
and their ears to unmistakable warnings. From 
the unhappy Trojan priestess, who prophesied in 
vain the fall of her city, down to the folly of our 
own entrance into this war unprepared, it has 
seemed that nations at times are blind and deaf. 

Readers of these editorials have wearied, doubt- 
less often, of our insistence, but they will at least 
now bear out our claim of having pointed out 
truly the trend of current events and preached 
faithfully a need which has been demonstrated by 
fact. For nearly ten years THE TRIBUNE has 
carried on this propaganda against the pacifism 
which was everywhere assuring complacent citi- 
gens that war was obsolete, and especially that 
such a catastrophe as that into which we have 
now been drawn was not “humanly possible.” But 
we are an optimistic people and pacifism asked 
for no sacrifices. The sacrifices are here now, but 
it was easier to follow the pacifists in those days. 
The voices of THE TRIBUNE and of the very few 
other newspapers and public men who discerned 
our danger were as the voice of Cassandra. Even 
when revolution and disorder began in Mexico, even 
when one Japanese crisis after another was avoid- 
ed by dubious means, public indifference and gov- 
ernment inaction continued. 7 

A change began with the appalling tragedy of 
the European war, but the change was: grossly 
inadequate to the lesson. Americans still clung 
to their fallacious theory of isolation. America 
never has been isolated from Europe, never in- 
sulated from the influence of the forces which 
drive the world. But it was our delusion that we 
could live alone, and, while we wer® appalled by 
the cruel folly and vast destruction thrust before 
our eyes, we did not think we could be touched by 
it. When the submarine controversy began a 
larger number began to wake up. Early in the 
war THE Trisune, first among American news- 
papers to see the full logic of our situation and 
to draw the most appropriate conclusion, called 
for the immediate adoption of universal milt 
tary service. The swift current of events was car- 
rying the nation steadily nearer the whirlpool. 
The press began to take up THE TRIBUNE’s propos- 
Leaders of public opinion like Col. Roosevelt 
were crystallizing conviction. Even congressmen 
took courage and spoke out. «Societies were 
formed to work for defense. The most conspicuous 
man in the army, Gen. Leonard Wood, who had 
been one of the progressive men in the regular 
service, courageously undertook the work of pub- 
lic education, for which Mr. Wilson’s administra-

We ought now, while our lesson is fresh, to estab- 
lish a proper permanent system of national defense. 
The Chamberlain bill for universal military train- 
{ng or a stronger bill should be enacted at this 
session, to take effect when our war measures end, 
or before if necessary. No other system save that 
which establishes and maintains in times of peace 
a compulsory citizen training for war can provide 
this republic with a reliable democratic defense.

An impersonal force, the draft, 
made the army. An impersonal force—namely, 
ehance—decides who must go.

Our troops are 
prepared for overseas duty @y Inocula- 
tion with this vaccine. Its use may be 
extended to troops in camp on this side, 
especially as paratyphold was a source 
of a good deal of trouble this year: 
Great care of the food and especially 
of the meats Is a safeguard against this 
disease.” |

DYSENTERIBS—McCollioch says: “ If 
intestinal diseases (diarrheas and dysen- 
teries) could’ be excluded army sanita- 
tion would be, to speak in the vernacu- 
lar, almost a ‘cinch.’ It is worthy of 
note In this connection that raw vege- 
tables seemed in the Philippines a potent 
means of the conveyance of dysentery 
and other intestinal. diseases.”

TETANUS OR LOCKJAW—It seems 
that medical science has demonstrated 
the ability to control another disease in 
this war. “ It-will suffice to say in this 
connection that a completely adequate 
solution of the tetanus problem has been 
found,” he says. “ All victims of wounds 
of whatever character, simple scratches 
included, are given at the earliest pos- 
sible moment after the receipt of the 
wound a prophylactic subcutaneous in- 
jection of 600 units of tetanus antitoxin 
in 3 c. ce. of horse serum.”

TRENCH FEVER—This is a new dis- 
ease.. It has proven annoying on the 
western front. McColloch suggests that 
delousing may control it. Experiments 
indicate that it may be spread by rats. 
If that be @Re case the trenches must 
be kept as Tree as possible from rats. 
Rats also spread plague, but there seems 
to be little danger to our troops from 
plague. 

GAS POISONING—The liberation of 
gases was an inhuman contribution to 
warfare developed’ by the Germans. 
When they first made use of it it exter- 
minated the men im the opposing 
trenches like rats ina hole. The use of 
gas masks wholly does away with the 
dangers of gas poisoning except to the 
wounded on the field of battle. These 
are not able to protect themselves 
against it. ,

CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER — This 
disease is commonly known as barracks 
fever. It will prove dangerous to our 
troops In training and living in barracks. 
It is not a serious menace to troops in 
the field. The large rooms now used 
and at present being bullt for the hous- 
ing of troops in training will serve to 
spread the disease when cold weather 
comes. 

The remedy for this condition is to 
keep the men in tents or in small rooms, 
to see to it that the rooms are well ven- 
tilated, to see to it that the men have 
plenty of warm clothes and warm bed- 
ding, to search diligently for carriers by 
bacteriological examinations of noses, 
to disinféct the noses of all carriers. 
McCollech advises that throats -be 
swabbed with 3 per cent iodine in glyc- 
erin. The navy is making use of a much 
more efficient method.

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ON HAY FEVER, 

A. E. C. writes: 
sufferer for the last twenty-five years, I 


desire to add a few practical suggestions | 


to those you have already given, and 
by following them I feel that the hay 
fever sufferer can add to his comfort 
very materially. ’ 

* First. 
you have to travel in buggy, auto, street 
or suburban cars with your handkerchief 
in your hand, hold your nose and close 
your eyes. This will prevent drafts of 
dust laden air from entering the sensi- 
tive nasal passages. 

“Second. Avoid overeating, avoid rich 
soups, rich puddings, hard boiled egxs, 
fried foods of all kinds; in short. eat 
the simplest kind of foods, whole wheat 
bread, toast, crackers, fresh fish, raw 
oysters, and vegetables. .Take two tea- 


spoonfuls of rochelle salts in a glass of 


water each morning one hour before 
breakfast. Keep the bowels watery. 

“Third. Avoid active work, keep the 
nervous system quiet, better remain at 
home. If necessary, take fifteen grain 
doses of bromide of soda three times 
daily. aS 

“ Fourth. Leave the nose alone during 
the attack. Avoid coeaine. It gives 
temporary relief but is a habit forming 
drug, and should be banished. Relief 
can be obtained by dissolving one dram 
of menthol in one ounce of chloroform ; 
drop five drops on the palm of one hand, 
rub palms together, form a cone of the 
hands and inhale this, and it will give 
temporary relief. Bathe the head and 
face in cold water. Cloths wrung out 
of ice water and laid over eyes and nose 
give relief. 

‘When the paroxysms come frequent 
and with increasing intensity, I have 
found the cold bath of great value, re- 
maining in the water until al conges- 


tion around nose and eyes subsides. 
Now ‘ently dry the body, avoiding 
drafts. If the atmosphere is heavy, 


foggy, and damp, go into your cellar, 
or into the refrigerator of a large meat 
shop or packing house, but be sure to 
take your winter overcoat. overshoes, 
and cap with you, as the temperature in 
in those places is often Mirty-four d& 
grees and lower, but you get wonderful 
relief while there."’

Tt has always been the desire of city of- 
fidals to help the day laborer, who has 
to work hard to earn the ‘small pittance he 
receives. It is well known that the street 
cleaners are the hardest worked laborers em- 
ployed by the city of Chicago. 

There is no way in which the city can 
pay day labor for holidays or other days 
upon which no work is performed. The 
teams employed by the city receive pay for 
holidays in aceordance with a Council order 
passed July 28, 1913, and which may be 
found on page 1750 of the Council pro- 
ceedings. For your information I quote 
this ordinance: 

“ ORDERED. That the commissioner of 
public works be and te is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay for teams and single 
rigs working for the city in the following 
manner: ‘
